El Comité de Educación del Senado de California 
aprobó una nueva versión del Dream Act (SB 1301), 
que permitiría a los alumnos indocumentados del 
estado acceder a becas que les ayuden a costear sus 
estudios superiores. La medida, presentada por el 
Senador Gil Cedillo (D-Los Angeles), fue aprobada 
con seis votos a favor y dos en contra. 

Uno de los principales cambios a la propuesta 
en “este año es que dice que no se usarán fondos del 
estado”, dijo Xóchitl Arellano, Vocera de la oficina 
del senador Cedillo. El Gobernador de California, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, vetó en dos ocasiones 
anteriores la ley “porque no quería que se usaran 
fondos estatales que desplazarían a otros estudiantes 
de estatus legal”. 

Arellano explicó que el dinero vendrá de las 
universidades estatales y colegios comunitarios, ya 
sea “de fondos que producen por sí solos o becas con 
que ya cuentan”, así como de fondos privados de ex 
alumnos, fundaciones u otras instituciones privadas. 

Según el diario “San Francisco Chronicle”, cada 
a año se gradúan más de 25,000 jóvenes indocumen- 
tados de escuelas secundarias del estado, la mayoría 
provenientes de familias de bajos recursos que no 
cuentan con los fondos suficientes para costear una 
educación universitaria. 

En el pasado, Cedillo ha expresado que estos 
jóvenes son la fuerza y el futuro de California y que 
no se les puede negar el derecho a la educación. La 
portavoz dijo además que el siguiente paso es presen- 
tar la SB 1301 ante el Comité Fiscal para finales de 
este mes y añadió que el senador se siente “contento 
y optimista”. EFE

A law implemented in Arizona 
is serving as a model for application 
across the country, according to a 
proposal that would make all em- 
ployers verify the immigration sta- 
tus of their employees through the 
government's E-verify program. 

The expansion of E-verify 
proposed in a pair of bills presented 
in the U.S. Congress worries civil 
rights organizations, which say it 
will adversely affect many people 
who are authorized to work, due to 
inaccuracies in the Social Security 
databases. In Arizona last Jan. 1 
a state law went into effect that 
obliges all employers to use the 
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federal E-verify program. 

One of the toughest anti-illegal 
immigration laws in the United 
States, the measure mandates that a 
business found to be “intentionally” 
employing undocumented workers 
have its operating license suspended 
for up to 10 days. Repeat offenders 
could have their licenses revoked 
indefinitely. 

Implementation of the measure 
has caused great confusion among 
business owners who don’t know 
if they should verify the immigra- 
tion status of all their employees or 
only those who were hired after the 
Legal Arizona Workers Act went 
into effect. Even so, the measure 
has survived court challenges, 
which makes it an attractive model 
for politicians under pressure to do 

something about the estimated 12 
million undocumented immigrants 
in the United States.

Las remesas que los mexicanos 
residentes en el exterior enviaron a 
sus familias en México se ubicaron 
en 3,390 millones de dólares durante 
los dos primeros meses de este año, 
cifra 2.76% inferior a la del mismo 
período de 2007, informó el Banco 
de México. 

En enero y febrero del año 
pasado la suma fue de 3,487 mi- 
llones de dólares. En todo 2007 
la cifra total de remesas enviadas 
por los mexicanos sumaron 23,978 
millones de dólares, lo que supuso 
un crecimiento del 1% respecto a 
2006. 


El ritmo de crecimiento de las 


remesas se ha reducido de manera 
drástica en los últimos meses, 
después de que en los últimos seis 
años crecieron en un promedio del 
15% anual. 

El 94.3% de las remesas en 
el primer bimestre de este año fue 
remitido por medio de transferen- 
cias electrónicas (3,198 millones 
de dólares), y el resto fue enviado 
mediante giros postales, en efectivo 
y en especie.

The government will continue “acting with all the weight of the law” against 
criminality, President Felipe Calderon said calling the effort a “national 
priority” and a duty for “all Mexicans.” .

this year at more than 200, with most of those killings attributed to feuding 
drug cartels and other organized-crime elements.

Para que el niño no sienta herido 
su autoestima, en vez de descalificarlo, hay que marcar el 
problema. 

- Dedique más tiempo a sus hijos. Muchas comportamientos 
o actitudes inadecuados de los hijos no se controlan porque sus 
padres no están disponibles para atenderles. 

- Intente llegar a compromisos. Es preferible que las reglas 
y los castigos se pacten entre los padres y los hijos. 

- Predique con el ejemplo. Lo que más influye en los hijos 
no es lo que les dicen o le hacen lo padres, sino cómo “son”. 

- Mantenga un buen clima y dialogue. Los niños suelen 
tantear a sus padres para comprobar hasta dónde pueden llegar. 
En esos momento los padres han de mostrarse firme, según las 
circunstancias y la edad. 

- Oriente sin controlar. Los adolescentes necesitan explorar 
en su camino hacia la construcción de su identidad, con lo cual 
cometerán errores y deberán aprender a aceptar los resultados. 

- Consienta algunos errores. Para aprender a resolver pro- 
blemas y tomar decisiones es necesario equivocarse. Permita 
que sus hijos se equivoquen siempre y cuando la salud y la 
seguridad no peligren. 

- Demuestre que las acciones tienen consecuencias: Si la 
norma es llegar antes de las 10 no debe ignorar que su hijo llegó 
dos horas tarde, porque usted perdería credibilidad si no le hace 
afrontar las consecuencias de tal retraso.

En el mundo de la danza, 
“movimiento” describe en una 
palabra la técnica de George Ba- 
lanchine (1904-83). Considerado el 
mejor coreógrafo que ha existido. 
Lo que Balanchine enseñó a sus 
estudiantes, fue a mover sus cuer- 
pos en una forma en que cada mo- 
vimiento se viera fabuloso. 

Nacido en St. Petersburg, Ru- 
sia, Georgi Melitonovich Balan- 
chivadze, recibió su entrenamiento 
en la escuela Imperial de Ballet y 
la Academia de Danza del estado 
de donde se graduó con honores 
en 1921. Coreografió la Nuit, su 
primera danza en 1922. Dos años 
más tarde, durante una gira con los 
bailarines soviéticos, Balanchine 
desertó su compañía emigrando 
a América, en 1933. En 1934 con 
Lincoln Kirstein, fundó la escuela 
de American Ballet y en 1935, The 
American Ballet Company, en Nue- 
va York. Cuando tres años más tarde 
su compañía fracasó en sus finanzas, 
Balanchine trabajó coreografiando 
películas hasta que en 1948, logró 
establecer el New York City Ballet 
en New York Center (ahora situado 
en Lincoln Center), utilizando como 
base el ballet clásico y creando más 
de 400 danzas.

Melancolía, Sanguínea, Flemática 
y Colérica que debutara el 20 de 
noviembre de 1946 y “Theme and 
Variations” (Tema y variaciones), 
que hizo su premiere con BSJ, en- 
tonces Cleveland Ballet, en 1983. 

Magistralmente interpretados 
por el elenco de BSJ, no podemos 
decir cuál de los tres ballets fue el 
mejor esa noche.
